Wonderful 
performer! Deep green foliage, white urn-shaped 
flowers and brilliant red strawberry fruits around 
Christmas make this tall shrub one of the best.

DAPHNE odora marginata. Rich, green leaves 
with cream-yellow margins and white or pink flowers 
with a lemonish fragrance make this dense, low shrub 
exquisite in light sun or shade. Blooms January to 
March. Hardy. Gal. $1.75. 


VIBURNUMS are hardy, substantial shrubs. Use 
them for foundation plantings, shrub borders or 
hedges. See them all, but remember these two in 
particular: Viburnum burkwoodi (semi-deciduous). 
Round clusters of fragrant white flowers. Glossy- 
green, ribbed leaves. Gal. $1.50. Viburnum 
tinus, Laurestinus. Goes to 10 feet in height and 
width. Pink buds open to dainty white flowers in 
spring, against deep green foliage. Black or deep- 
blue berries, too. Gal. $1.25.
